Crazy Snake's men are all armed 
with modern Miles rifies. They have 
been preparing for two months for 
this, their final stand against lawful 
authority. They defiantly sent out 
word today that they would fight to 
the death. 

Crazy Snake's band entrenched t- 
.self strongly early in the day, and 
was reinforced from time to time by 
roaming companies of Indians, Crazy 
Snake was in personal command. The 
wily old redskin apparently realised 
that he was In a tight place and pre- 
pared to make a desperate stand, 

This first real Indian rising in years 
was planned two months ago. It broke 
out last Thursday, when some deputy 
sheriffe went to Henryetta to arrest 
hegro cattle thieves. They were fired 
upon by negroes and halfbreed friends 
of the criminals and forced to beat a 
hasty retreat. 

A few hours later they returned with 
additional forces and were fired upon 
by the band, then augmented by «4 
number of Crazy Snake's Indians. In 
this fight three were killed and five 
wounded, according to the official re- 
ports, although it is believed many 
anore Indians were wounded, as scores 
of shots were fired at close quarters. 
This clash resulted in forty-one ar- 
resta. 


CRAZY SNAKE STRIKES. 
Meanwhile Crazy Snake's followers 
determined upon an aggressive cam- 
paign. The chief's plans had to be

Principal in Act 


Becomes a 
Raving Mania. 


Within view of three hundred peo- 
ple. none of whom could have been 
quick enough to prevent his act, Ed- 
ward G. Martin last evening shot his 
wife three times in the head. Then 
he sent a bullet through his own 
brain. While both are seriously 
wounded neither is necessarily fatall 
injured. It happened on the 
corner Main and Sixth. 

At the rapid discharge of shots 
pedestrians and those congregated 
near the Pacific Electric depot, waiting 
for their cars, took to shelter. Those 
who recovered first from the stampede 
found Mrs. Martin lying in the gutter 
in front of the Central bullding. 
blood flowing from three wounds in 
the beck of the head. 

Martin, after the attempted murder 
and suicide, walked across the street 
to a drug store in the Pacific Electric 
building, where he was given a stim- 
ulant, but, before the medicine could 
act, he collapsed, falling against a 
counter and inflicting a scalp wound. 

ALL BULLETS OUT. 

Both the wounded were taken to 
the Rece!ving Hospital in the police 
ambulance. Mrs. Mertin was found 
to be suffering from two bullet 
wounds in the neck, one of which 
either eut the spinal cord or lodged 
against it, producing paralysis of the 


arms and back, and the other lodging 


in the neck muscles. The third bullet 
struck the back of the head, flattened 
and coursed under the skin around 
the skull and at the top of the 
head. All the bullets were removed 
by Drs. Quint, Wiley and Chamberlin. 
“The bullet which Martin fired into 
his head entered just above the right 
ear, and entered the brain, but the 
wound is not serious. After being 
operated on at the Receiving Hospital 
Mrs. Martin was sent to the Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan. Martin was 
taken to the County Hospital. 
shooting followed numerous 
quarrels which have taken place be- 
tween the Martins in recent weeks. 
Martin is a cook at the Del Mar Café 
on South ‘wife we street and has lived 
with his wife at No. 318 Kast Eleventh 
street. Last Monday the couple sep- 
arated. Martin says he quarreled 
with his wife because she received at- 
tentions of other men. Mrs. Martin 
denies that charge and says she left 
her husband after many quarrels aris- 
ing from his use of intoxicants.

STAMPEDE TO NEW TOWN WITH 
ONLY FIVE HOUSES. 
ͤ— - 
Prospector Tells of Rich Finds and 
Wild Scramble of Would-be Mu- 
lienaires to File Ciaime—Discov- 
erers of ‘Bonanza Said to Be Cele- 
brating in Typical Style. 


The wildest initiatio. that ever at- 
tended the induction of a mining 
town is apparently in store for Sa- 
lome, on the Arizona-California branch 
of the Santa Fé. Stories are permeat- 
ing the California, Arizona and Neva- 
da gold camps already that Salome 
has “got the drop“ on any mining 
camp in the world, when it comes to 
casually picking up fortunes tying 
around lsose—mostly “float” 

Jack Hamilton. prospector, veteran 
of the Yukon and Nome stampedes, 
erstwhile of Cripple Creek. Goldfield 
and other exciting propositions, has 
just returned from Salome an de- 
clares it to be the greatest gold in- 
ing country he has ever seen in his ex- 
perience with the coy gold dust. He 
is predicting that the wildest “scare” 
on record will hit the five-house, one- 
horse town in the Ellsworth mining 
district, gefore long. 

Cash transfers in mining property in 
the last two weeks, says Hamilton, 
have touched the $600,000 mark and 
prospectors are trekking for the new 
Mecca as fast as the Santa Fé can 
bring them along. Extra trains have 
been put in service and are gushing 
forth an evanescent population on the 
one hotel, oné saloon and the fraction 
of a postoffice, that practically con- 
stitute the town. 

It costs a dollar to roll up in a 
bianket and snooze in any place where 
a roof can ward off the dew, There 
are no beds advertised in the hotel and 
the corral) overfiows nightly with 
would-be millionaires that cre glad to 
sleep on a few wisps of hay while ac- 
cumulating their fortunes. 

The train arrives late in the evening 
and the gold-mad prospectors spend 
the night frantically henting for in- 
formation and a bed, but all disappear 
before the sun comes up. The camp its 
entirely deserted during the day, bar- 
ring the hotel keeper, his wife, the 
postmistress and the man who is try- 
ing to keep up with his bank-account 
renting a few plugs at $10 a day. 
Hamilton asserts that it cost him $100 
for a ten-day stay after losing his 
burros.

MORE INDICTMENTS. 
Quickly ‘following the testimony of 
Oswald and Fetter it is the expeéta- 
tion that there will be several addi- 
tional indictments, 


Two indictments already have been 
returned, one against Sam Schenck, 
former police commissioner during the 
Harper administration, charged with 
offering a bribe to K. J. Fleming, for- 
mer ey prosecutor; the other against 
& person whose name has not been 
made public, but who is believed to be 
Oswald. 

Among those likely to be called as 
witnesses after Owwald and Fetter 
shall have given their testimony are 
former Mayor Harper, Frank Goings, 
a Seventh Ward saloonkeeper: Edward 
Kern, former Chief of Police, and 
Thomas Broadhead, the present Chief 
of Police. EK. T. Earl, Tom“ Savage, 
Sam Schenck and Joseph Durand al- 
ready have testified, and Durand is 
held in $500 ball on a charge of con- 
tempt, growing out of his refusal to 
answer certain questions put by the 
grand jury. 

It is admitted that the Investigation 
came to a temporary halt last week, 
because of the absence of Oswald, who 
is counted upon to furnish netessary 
connecting linkns in the evidence al- 
ready’ presented against alleged 
wrong-doers, 

Oswald and Fetter were sought on 
Township Court warrants, charging 
them with conspiring to evade a serv- 
doe by the grand jury. They fled to 
Lower California, it. was reported, 
though the statement has been made 
on good authority, that they never 
were more than fifty miles from Los 
Angeles. 

Wherever they have been, however, 
some arrangement seems to have been 
made with them to secure their return 
without a fight, and it is not unreas- 
onable to suppose that they were 
promised immunity from 
as a reward for their testimony. 

OSWALD HOLDS KEY. 

Oswald, it is admitted, holds the key 
to the situation. Without his testi- 
mony there probably could not be a 
conviction of one person alleged to 
have been concerned in crooked deals 
in the red-light district. 

Just how much the grand jury will 
be able to learn from Oswald is a 
matter purely of conjecture. He may 
not know se much, after all, though 
the opinion prevatiis that he has “the 
goods” on some persons now under 


suspicion. 

With Oswald back, it may be that 
Durand, his business agent, now held 
for contempt, may loosen his tongue 
and purge himself of the charge, like- 
wise enlightening the grand jury on 


important points. 

So far as the indictnent against 
Schenck is concerned, there are few 
who believe that he can be prosecuted 
successfully on the charge of attempt- 
ing to bribe Fleming, who, as a law- 
yer, makes the statement that the evi- 
dence against the former police com- 
missioner is hardly strong enough to 
“stick.”

HE FOREIGN EAST. 
The statement recently made in the news dis- 
patches that 80 per cent. of the children in the 


public schools of New York city are either foreign 


born or the children of foreign born parents, brings 
to mind the fact that the foreigner is in the as- 
cendancy throughout the entire eastern portions of 
the United States at the present time. 

New York City is overwhelmingly foreign. Some 
of the New England cities and States contain more 
inhabitants of foreign birth and the sons and daugh- 
ters of such persons, than they contain Americans. 
It is the same in Pennsylvania and as far west as 
the Ohio River, or even farther. — 

A Californian visiting the East now, might be 
excused for thinking himself in a foreign land. On 
the streets of large cities, in the manufacturing 
centers and, to a great extent, in rural districts 
also, he hears alien twice to the 
once he hears English. Slavs, Poles, Russians, 
Italians and Southern Europeans, generally, meet 
him at every turn of the road. Save for the occa- 


sional glimpse he gets of the flag he might imagine 


himself in another country than his own. 

The experience is not a pleasant one, and yet we 
suppose it is all very well and the end will be good. 
At least the grandchildren of these emigrants will 


be good Americans. In fact, it is surprising how 


well “Americanized” the son of a European emi- 
grant becomes after a half-dozen years in an Amer- 
jean public school. They take. on American ways 
and habits with amazing rapidity; they wear the 
latest American cut of clothes, learn to two-step 
and to play baseball and give themselves over to 
absorption with a most hopeful eagerness.

the top of the wave almost al! the time, 
other churned ten feet deep in the sea scarcely able 
to make a revolution, it took eight days to 
Panama, and fourteen average time from 
to San Francisco. On this particular trip our ship 
was obliged at Acapulco to take the Golden Age in 
tow, which was a veritable lame duck, having broken 
one of her shafts. Because of this delay we were 
thirty-two days from New York to the Golden Gate. 
At that time the ordinary steamers required ten 
to twelve days to cross the Atlantic from New York 
to Liverpool. The trip is made now by “ocean grey- 
hounds” like the Lucania in about six. When the 
canal is open a steamer propelled by a pair of pow- 
erful twin screws will probably be able to run from 
San Pedro harbor to the docks at Liverpool in much 
less time than the trip occupied from New York to 
San Francisco by the old side-wheelers. A fast 
steamer can achieve the transit through the canal 
from our harbor to that at Liverpool in about two 
weeks. It often takes longer than that to push a 
train of fast freight from Chicago or Kansas City 
to Les Angeles. This season the railroads have 
been making seven to eight days’ time with train- 
loads of oranges betwen here and Arlington, the 
distributing point near Kansas City. But in former 


, years, when traffic was pressing upon the railroads 


in greater bulk, it frequently required twelve to 
fifteen days to land our oranges in the Middle West. 
It can be done in that time between San Pedro and 
Liverpool, when the cannb is open. 

Think of the commercial transition that will be 
wrought under these new conditions! Not to ex- 
haust the subject, let us confine our prognostications 
to a zingle product of our section, citrus fruit. Let 
us reflect that with the very full crops of last sea- 
som, and this running so far above anything previous, 
we have had no trouble to market every box of or- 

and lemons we could produce in our own 
try and Canada. The population in these two 
countries is experiencing an annual increase of about 
two millions. With better facilities for distributing 
the crops, good service on thé railroads and this 
natural increase in consumers, we are not likely in 
the future to see any serious overproduction of cit- 
rus fruits.. Remember that there is a third member 
of this aristocratic family—the grapefruit. In this 
we have scarcely made a good beginning in the way 
of a crop. 

With the canal open and a two weeks’ time sched- 
ule between San Pedro and the ports of Western 
Europe, we shall have added te our prospective 
markets a population quite equal to that of the 
present time in the United States and Canada. With 
the increase of population here and there, the mar- 
ket five years hence open to receive our citrus fruits 
at good prices will number about 200,000,000 human 


beings. 

The only competitors Southern California has in. 
the production of oranges are Southern Italy (the 
most formidable one,) Florida the next, and Spain 
third. The crops of oranges in all these countries 
mature in midwinter, and are marketed between 
the middle of November and the end bf February. 
The California oranges have an undisputed field for 
nine months out of every twelve. We are now 
shipping ordniges to Liverpool in carload lots at 
$1.15 per hundred pounds freight to New York and 
the steamer freight thence to Liverpool. This route 
requires one extra handling of the fruit. With the 
canal open and our network of electric and steam 
railroads all over Southern California, our oranges 
and lemons may be easily transferred directly to the 
ship side in San Pedro harbor, stowed away in the 
hold of the great steamer, and landed in New York 
or Liverpool in about the same time required now 
in the transit across the continent by rail. The 
freight rate will not, in any probability, be half 
what the rail rate is now. All our fruit consumed 
on the Atlantic coasts in North America and in 
Europe will go by steamer at a rate of about % a 
cent per pound. 

These spring days are the time when Southern 
California farmers are planting oranges trees. No 
doubt many young trees will be talen from nursery 
rows and put into orchards. If our anticipations 


are half-realized in the canal, we cannot plant too 


many trees, provided the soil and exposure are right 
and the water supply abundant. The trees planted 
this spring will be just beginning to bear when the 
canal is completed. The average production will be 
less than one box to the tree. It will take four 
acres of these young orchards to produce a carload. 
At the end of ten years the orchards planted now 
will not have come to full bearing. Only the best- 
kept orchards will yield three boxes to the tree. 
The average will be less than two boxes, and it will 
take two acres to fill a car. A big steamer at San 
Pedro will easily take in the orange crop from 
ten acres and rush it to Liverpool in two weeks, in 
prime condition. 

We might extend this inquiry to the extent of fill- 
ing a page. The possibilities far trade and the de- 
veloping of our resources contingent upon the op- 
eration of the canal are manifold and great. We 
have not begun to dream of what lies before us in 
this greatest enterprise that our country has ever 
undertaken for the facilitating of commerce and 
the stimulating of development.

ETTING TOGETHER AGAIN. extension of the protective-tariff principle to the 


Alexander Hamilton was the first tariff pro- 
tectionist to go on record definitely in the United 
States. It was soon after the formation of the 
government that this great statesman, especially 
great as a ier, announced that the policy of 
the Federal party, to which he belonged, would be 
to encourage the infant industries of the country 
by enacting a high protective tariff, the effect of 
which would be to shut out goods made in Europe 
cheaply because of cheap money and cheap labor. 

At that time there developed very little differ- 
ence of opinion between the Federalists under the 
leadership of Mr. Hamilton and the “Republicans” 
of Thomas Jefferson. Mr. Jefferson, a candidate 
for the Presidency, replied to this declaration of 
the Federalist party to the effect that for every 
step Mr. Hamilton would take in the way of en- 
couraging the infant industries of America the 
Republican party would take two steps. This 
shows that all Americans at that time were agreed 
as to the necessity and wisdom of protective tariff. 

The years passed by, with Presidential elections 
coming and going, and the discussion as to tariffs 
related more to details than to fundamental prin- 
ciples, until the time of Henry Clay, who took a 
position in faver of high protection in advance of 
any view held before his time. The Federal party 
of Hamilton’s day had developed into the, Whig 
party in the time of Henry Clay. The Republican 
party of Thomas Jefferson had been rechristened 
the Democratic party; and its leader, John C. Cal- 
houn of South Carolina, was the first radical free- 


trader in our political history. His contention as 


to the tariff was an entire change of front from 
that of Jefferson, and was almost identical with 
the position maintained now by men like W. J. 
Bryan and nearly al! who are known as Populists 
or as Democrats who are nearly like Populists. 

From the days of Clay and Calhoun to those of 
Bryan and McKinley the clash of opinions has been 
very sharp at many turning points in our history. 
The South until recently had few manufactures, 
and the West was about in the same condition. The 
Whig party was very strong in the eastern manu- 
facturing States, and the Democratic party strong 
in the South and West where the interests of the 
people were mostly agricultural. So matters stood 
until the slavery question overshadowed all others, 
and States like Illinois and Wisconsin became 

y Republican on the new issue of negro 
slavery. By the time the war was over We had in 
operation a higher system of tariffs than ever 
known before. The Southern States had no repre- 
sentation in Congress, through their secession, and 
the necessities of large revenues created by the war 
had silenced free-trade objections to high tariffs. 

When the war became a thing of the past and 
the finances of the country had been resettled upon 
a more stable basis than the universal greenback 
currency of war days, the tariff again became a 
live issue between the two parties. By this time 
manufacturing had spread widely throughout the 
West and there were numerous great cities all 
through the valley of the Great Lakes and rivers, 
whose interests felt the necessity of protection 
against cheap-made foreign products. The Republi- 
cans in those sections of the country became more 
intense protectionists, and the Democrats less in- 
tense free-traders than in the time of Mr. Calhoun. 

The spread of the protective idea as the true 
American policy is well illustrated in the election 
of Grover Cleveland in 1884 on a platform in 
which the tariff plank was fitted by the skillful 
hands of Congressman Samuel Randall of the State 
of Pennsylvania, almost as staunch a tariff protec- 
tionist as “Pig Iron Kelly” from the same State. 
Over against this fact set the defeat of Mr. Cleve- 
land four years later by the Republican candidate, 
Benjamin Harrison, acknowledged to have been 
the. result of Mr. Cleveland's free-wool message sent 
to Congress on the assembling of that body in De- 
cember, 1887. 

Hére the two parties split wide open, going back 
to the respective positions held by them in the time 
of Clay and Calhoun. Mr. Cleveland in his second 
administration came strongly under the influence of 
southern Democrats who were free trader's because, 
as one of them said in Los Angeles at that time, 
with fiery indignation, “they had nothing to pro- 
tect.” The Wilson tariff bill, as it originally 
drawn by that academic free trader ftom Virginia, 
would have been entirely acceptable to his proto- 
type, John C. Calhoun. As it was passed it was 
utterly unacceptable to the Democracy. of the coun- 
try anywhere with thel@kception of a few Demo- 
crats like Senator Gorman of Maryland, Archie 
Bliss of New York, and Republicans from northern 
districts where manufactures abounded and the pro- 
tective sentiment was strong. ! 

Then came Mr. Bryan in 1896, and since then the 
Calhoun free-trade idea has been exceedingly strong 
in the so-called Democratic party. 

We have again come to a turn in the road. The 
South has become a great manufacturing region. 
The Dingley tariff afforded protection not only to 
the finished products of factories and mills, but to 
the produce of the farms and plantations. These 
two 
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products of the soil, wrought great changes in the 
minds of the followers of W. J. Bryan. There has 
not been a time in fifty years when the United 
States would not have gone Republican in a Pres- 
idential election upon the tariff as the paramount 
interest. In fact, that policy of the Republican 
party has caried the national elections in every 
year since the close of the war with the two excep- 
tions when Mr. Cleveland was elected, once on a 
Estinetly protective tariff declaration, and the other 
time in spite of his free-trade attitude because of 
other issues that overbalanced this in the minds of 
thousands of voters. 


Now we have come back practically to the atti- 
tude of the two parties in the days of Hamilton 
and Jefferson. It may be assumed that America 
is and will be for a long time distinctly committed 
to tariff protection for all her industries as far as 
that policy will be necessary to shut out competi- 
tion with goods made by cheap labor in foreign 
lands. This was shown in the speech made in Con- 
gress on Wednesday by Congressman Clark of Mis- 
souri, the minority leader in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Discussing the Payne tariff bill, now 
before Congress, this Democratic leader says: “We 
are all American citizens, equally interested in the 
prosperity, glory and happiness of a mighty people. 
Not one of us (the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee) had the slightest de- 
sire to injure in any way or to any extent whatso- 
ever any legitimate American industry.” As we 
noted recently, Mr. Broussard, a from 
the State of Louisiana, is distinetly in favor of the 
protective principle in the tariff All the 
Democrats in that body, so far as we have any ex- 
pression of opinion from them, are intent upon se- 
curing the largest possible amount of protection 
for the industries in which the people they repre- 
sent are interested. This is a concession, silent or 
open, to the beneficial influences of the protective 
tariff upon our industries. 


The time has not come yet when the two parties 
shall arrive at a common ground on the items of 
tariff schedules; but, no doubt, little by little 
will be an approachment between the two i 
the future the voters will probably finally 
divide upon this issue. It is so in Ge 
France, where practically all the peo 
tectionists.

But there are sides of Paris whch are not lovely, 
which lack every essential of delight and which, far 
from being naughty, are terrible in their naked- 
ness.

They tell 
of the sacrifice of women and children, of button- 
hole serfs and of awful sweating. Thousands of 
wretched beings who work ten hours a day and

Take one trade alone in Paris, that of making 
artificial flowers.

No better off are the sweated dressmakers and 
tailoresses who, like the flower makers, do their 
work in their unhealthy homes. Yes, Paris is a 
fascinating city, as seen on the outside by the trav- 
eling American, but behind the scenes it is as 
squalid as any other Old World capital. In the 
mean streets the romance has been rubbed off.

CALL OF DUTY. 


PATRIARCH CEL®BRATES ANNI- 
VERSARY OF BATTLE. 


Volunteers at Apache Pass, Forty- 
seven Years Ago—Sacrificed For- 
tune for Sake of the Union. 


MONROVIA, March 28.—In a little 
flag-decked tent in the southern sec- 
tion of the city six gray old men, 
Union veterans of the Civil War, for- 
gathered day before yesterday with 
Joseph Revoice to observe the forty- 
seventh anniversary of the battle ef 
Apache Pass. Joseph Revolce, 92 
years of age, was the patriarch of the 
small assemblage and is one of the 
few survivors of California's five com- 
panies of volunteers. Though not par- 
ticipating in any of the great batties 
of the war, the California troops en- 
dured perhaps greater hardship than 
their comrades nearer the storm cen- 
ter and took part in some desperate 


engagements. 

Revoice said yesterday: 

“When the call came I was mining 
in Amador county and fer the first 
and last time in my life had struck it 
rich. Of courte my claims were 
juntped while I was gone but I’ve 
never been sorry for a imihute that I 
went. Col. James Carleton 


ifornia column—there were only five 
companies of us—and he was after- 
ward made brigadier-general of vyol- 
unteers, commander of the depart 

of New Mexico. ' 

MARCH ACROSS DESERT. 
“I enlisted in the First California 
Infantry, Co. C. Ours was the color 
company commanded by Capt. Wil- 
liam Mackullon. We teft San Fran- 
cisco for San Pedro on the steamer 
Shubrick. We drilled three months at 
San Pedro then started A 
That sounds easy enough and it is 
easy now but, remember, then we had 
to walk. There wasn’t any railroad 
nor even a trail. Even today, when 
much of the country is settied and all 
of it well known, crossing the Yuma 
and Gila deserts afoot is considered 
quite a feat. We «crossed that awful 
stretch of country at the hottest sea- 
son of the year. I often think of that 
march, day after day, and week after 
week, without seeing a sign of ht- 
man habitation. We suffered terribly 
for lack of water and many of the 
men were temporarily blinded by the 
glaring sunlight reflected from 
sand. Part of the desert had no veer- 
etation whatever and our burning 
tuirst was aggravated by seeing in 
the distance what a to be 
great rkling lakes but which we 
knew m bitter experience were 
wastes of alkali. times a man 
watching the whirling sand pillars, the 
“dust devils.” that dance over the 
deserts when there doesn’t seem to be 
a breath of air, would hecome hypno- 
tized and try to keep time with them 
onty to fall, overtome by “the heat. 
After we the Gi'a we found 
considerable game and fared better. 
We were four months ting to El 
Paso and the people there were not 
very glad to see us then, most Texans 
being on the other side of the question. 
Our clothing and shoes were in tat- 
ters and many of the men were sick. 
DESPERATE FIGHT. 

“After a long rest in El Paso we 
went to Ft. Craig, which was about 
200 miles south of Banta Fe. After 
several feints and skirmishes the 
Union forces under Col. Canby met the 
Confederates under Gen. Sibley at a 
place called Fal Verde, ten miles 
south of Ft. Craig. We burned their 
mule train and crossed the Rio 
Grande with a battery of six pieces 
and two Howitzers to attack them. 
It was a desperate and finally a hand- 
tohand e Texans, who 
were cut off from water and dying for 


only their bowle knifes and Colt re- 
volvers. Think of it, charging into the 
cannon’s mouth with 
nothing but their bare ha . What 
is more they took it. Th would 


he | have been wiped out if the Mexicans 


under Col. Pino had not fied as one 
man, leaving the nners to work the 
battery alone. hey were knifed 
where they stood, fighting! to the last. 
The Confederate loss was bably 
five times greater than ours, t Col. 
Canby fell back to Ft. Craig. 
COUNTED AMONG DEAD. 

On the 26th of March, 1862, just 
forty-seven years ago, we met a Con- 
federate force at Apache Pass and de- 
feated them. I was wounded twice, 
once in the head and once in the 
thigh. I was counted out for dead but 
pulled through. There were a 
many Indians with the Texans in this 
engagement and I remember how, 
when a bomb fell near them without 
exploding but with the fuse still burn- 
ing, they all gathered around to 
watch it. They didn’t understand 
what it was and few of 


ever did., for wher the bomb ex- 
ploded the air was full of Indians for 
quite a IJ. I was disabled by my 


wounds for along time but served 
under Gen. Carleton to the end of the 
war.” 

Returning to California, Revoice re- 
sumed prospecting but never again 
made more than bare su ce. 
His small pension suffices for his 
simple mode of life now. For the past 
decade he has made his home in Mon- 
“lincle Joe” is a well- 
known character. Despite his great 
age he is active and in full possession 
of his faculties. He has always been 
of frail physique and, strange to say, 
was constantly in poor health during 
youth and middie age. Because of 
physical disability he was rejected by 
the examining surgeon at St. Lou 
when he endeavored to enlist for the 
Mexican War.

Deadly Virus Experiments Put to 
Test in the Erie Basin 
Warehouses. 


{New York Herald: ] In a report 
forwarded to the bureau of agri- 
culture in Washington, Benjamin 
R ssell, United States superintend- 
ent of warehouses for New York, 
deciares that as a result of the recent 
test of Danyez virus or germs for the 
extermination of rats, warehouse No. 
23, at Beard’s Erie Basin stores, South 


| Brooklyn, is now free from the pest. 


Bat while the rats which ate the virus 
have deserted the one warehouse, Mr. 
Russell is unable to say whether the 
deadly disease is communicated to 
other rats. 

“So far as the tests have gone, I con 
sider the results of great importance,” 
Mr. Russell says. “Tests made in Ku- 
rope are said to show that the disease 
is contagious, and that when a few 
rats become infected after eating the 
virus all rats with which the animals 
come in contact take the germs into 
their systems and die. So far the test 
tnade. here does not show us that the 
disease is contagious, but I shall con- 
tinue the test until it is known wheth- 
er the disease can be communicated 
to healthy rats. 

“Even if the disease which results 
from a rat eating the Danysz virus is 
not contagious, the test has shown that 
it is one which will result in the sav- 
ing of millions of dollars annually. It 
has been estimated that the loss of 
property caused every year by rats is 
equai to the destruction by fire, or 
$160,000,000, in the entire United 
States.”
